THE BRAIN OF THE DOG 

There are certain functions of the 
body which men as well as animals 
perform without thought, the expan¬ 
sion and contraction of the chest in 
breathing, for example. There are 
others which are called reflex actions, 
and which require no definite thought, 
such, for instance, as the instant re¬ 
sponse of nny part of the body to 
sudden shock or pain. These are per¬ 
formed through the spinal motor me¬ 
chanism which in animal’s is set in 
motion from any part of the sensory 
surface of the body. 

The lowest animals have no real 
brain. As we ascend the scale a ce¬ 
rebrum is added to the primitive ner¬ 
vous system. This cerebrum is a store¬ 
house of memories and experiences; 
it is the seat of judgement and rea¬ 
son. In animals it is very small in 
comparison with the spinal system. 

In man, on the other hand, the 
higher brain is large, and the convol¬ 
utions that carry the grey matter up¬ 
on their surface are many and deep, 
so the thinking part of the brain sup¬ 
plants the unthinking part. The lat¬ 
ter in the course of ages has lost its 
preeminence; man has, by thousands 
of years of experience, acquired the 
habit of reflection, of thought; actions 
that in animals are involuntary have 
become in him voluntary. 

The dog's higher brain is in direct 
connection with its spinal motor cen¬ 
ters; the brain can them fore initiate 
movements, but these play only a 
minor role in the animal’s life, and 
the removal of the cerebrunr takes 
away comparitively little of its con¬ 


scious functions. It takes away, for 
instance, the power of the dog to re¬ 
cognize its master. 

In man, however, one function after 
another has been tranferred from the 
lower nervous system to the high ce¬ 
rebral hemispheres wherein every 
slightest experience of life writes its 
indelible record and affects every ac¬ 
tion and thought. Almost every act 
of human life has come to involve the 
will, which means the conscious co¬ 
operation of the cerebral cortex (the 
exterior grey substance of the brain). 
Conversely, the lower nerve centers 
have lost their power to act independ¬ 
ently. 

The child without a brain, therefore 
was worse off than a dog or a fish or 
a frog, because the thinking brain 
plays so little part in the life of these 
creatures that its loss is not very ser¬ 
ious, while in the human being it is 
all important, and its loss leaves him 
dependent upon nervous mechanism 
that long ago lost its power to con¬ 
trol the movements of the body.— 
“Popular Science Siftings.”
